NOTEWORTHY ACTIVITIES: 

 
GPD recently served warrants (21) on an individual who had failed to take care of fines and 
costs. MDJ Cunningham collected $3659.50 in lieu of going to jail. Charges were also filed in 
October for a violation of the Wiretap Act, related to the placement of a GPS tracker on 
another person’s vehicle. 
 
 
Questions frequently arise about the use of the cameras we installed app two years ago. They 
are used frequently throughout the month. Below are two examples from this past month. The 
first showing the condition of traffic signals during a crash where no witnesses came forward. 
It allowed for fault to be determined.

To date radar speed sign has been used on: 

 Baltimore St  x2 

 Leitersburg St   x2 

 S Washington St 

 N Allison St   x2 
The average time at the site varies between 2 and 3 weeks depending on the status of the 
display. 
 
Operation on Baltimore St (in the 25 MPH zone) has shown speeds of 32 and 34 mph at the 
85%ile. 
 
N Allison St has shown a speed of 39 mph at the 85%ile. 
 
The device is continuing to be placed in locations where there are problems as both a traffic 
calming measure and to determine times of highest violations. 
 
ENRADD has been used 3 times in the past 3 months resulting in app 8 citations. ENRADD 
is only used when two Officers are on duty. Officers continue to use Chronometers Borough 
wide for additional enforcement. 
 
To date Officers have issued 373 citations including 38 in October. 
 
On 10/28 Officers arrested an individual on a Bench Warrant from the FCSD and spoke with 
a registered sex offender both while handing out treats to over 500 Trick or Treaters.
